"The papers recently carried the 
story of a man who deliberately 
blew himself to. pieces with a stick 
of 
dynamite. Being 
an 
unusual 
method of suicide, the papers for 
one day were full of it. It was first 
quality news. 
; 
“Yet thousands of persons an­ 
nually, to all intents and purposes 
take their own lives, and beyond 
the back page obituary notice go no 
editorial attention whatsoever," said 
Doctor Theodore B. Appel, secretary 
of health. 
"For this indifference the news 
men can not in the least be blamed. 
The fact is that in each instance 
tho tragedy is so submerged, that It 
would take a super-Sherlock Holmes 
to discover it. On the surface, one 
'had been ill and the illness h id 
conquered. That was all. But way 
down underneath is to be found the 
factor of self-destruction. Not dy­ 
namite in those instances, of course. 
But the equally effective agency of 
self-medication* 
"Persons of this type would not 
for a moment attem pt to act as 
their own lawyers, bankers or cler­ 
gymen for the logical reason that 
one can not afford to take chances 
with money, business ventures or 
•souls. On the other hand, they have 
no hesitancy at all in taking long 
shots with their own well being and 
oft times with their very Uvas, be­ 
cause they feel thoroughly capable 
of treating almost any type of ill­ 
ness which comes to them. 
"True, in these days of cure-alls 
and patent medicines, it is a more 
or less line of least resistance to 
spare the doctor (and the pocket 
book) by a visit to the drug store. 
But it is an economy, as well as an 
exhibition of foolish egotism, that 
is likely to be fraught with the most 
serious consequences. 
"It must be appreciated that the 
outstandingly important part in the 


practice of medicine is diagnosis" 
Treatment, essential as It Is, is sec­ 
ondary. And it is at this point that 
the layman puts the horse before 
the cart by jumping at conclusions 
concerning his ailments, and thus 
frequently takes the first step in the 
self-destruction process. 
“Therefore, before 
pitying 
the 
poor misguided individuals who take 
their own lives, make certain that 
through the medium of self-medi- 
cation you yourself are not, in a 
measure, in the same class. 
Let 
you doctor decide.* ”
